and Grounds, which in purſuance of this Act ſhall be aſſigned and allotted 
to him, her, or them, ay, or any Part or Parts thereof ir 
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any Perſon or Perſons, for any Term or Number of Years, not exceeding 
Years, to take Effect in Poſſeſſion, and not in Reverſion; ſo as there 

be reſerved upon 8 Leaſe, to continue payable Half-yearly, during the 
Term in every ſuch Leaſe to be granted, as great or greater yearly Rent or 
Rents, as immediately before the ſaid intended Incloſure or Diviſion was or were 
antiently and uſually paid for, or referved upon the Lands and Grounds, in lieu 
whereot ſuch Allotments ſhall reſpectively be made and affigned ; and ſo as there 
be contained in every ſuch Leaſe, a Condition of Re-entry for Non-payment of 
the Rent, thereby reſerved ; and ſo as every reſpective Leſſee execute a Counter- 
part of every ſuch Leaſe; and fo as no Clauſe be contained in any ſuch Leaſe, 

wing Power to any Leſſee to commit Waite, or exempt him, her, or them, 
from Puniſhment for committing Waſte. 

And be it further Enacted, by che Authority aforeſaid, That as well the 
Charges in paſhng in procuring this Act, as for ſurveying, allotring, ſettling 
and inrolling, the Allotments, and all other Expences of the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
and other neceflary Expences in and about the Premiſes, ſhall be defrayed by the 
Owners and 1 of the ſaid Lands (other than and except the Vicar of 
Cubbington aforeſaid, and his Succeſſors), according to their reſpective Intereſt in 
the ſame; to be calculated by an _ Pound - rate, aq the Lands ſhall be rated 
or aſleſſed at the time of 12 is Act: And in Wiſe of any Difference be- 
tween the Parties, the ſame ſhall be adjuſted, ſettled, and finally determined, by 
the ſaid Commiſhoners, or their Succeſſors, or the Survivors, or any or 
more of them, who are hereby improwered to adjuſt and ſettle the ſame; and 
upon Refuſal or Default of Payment of ſuch Rate, that then the ſaid Commiſ- 
ſoners, or their Succeſſors, or the Survivors, or any ſor more of them, 
may, by Warrant or Warrants under their Hands and Seals, cauſe the ſame to 
be levied by of the Goods and Chatrels of the 
Proprietor or Proprietors ſo refuſing or neglecting 4 05 the ſame, or upon the 


Lands ſo to be allotted to him or them, as aforeſaid. rendering. the Gverplus 
(if any be) to ſuch Proprietor or Proprietors. TORS} 


Saving to the K1NG's moſt Excellent Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors, 
and to all and every other Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, and their Heirs (Other 
than the Perſons intitled to the Lands and Grounds ſo intended to be incloſed, 
and all claiming under them), All-ſuch Eſtate, Right, Title, and Intereſt, as they, 
every. or any of them had and enjoyed, in, to, or out of, the ſaid Lands fo 
pointed to be incloſed, as aforeſaid, before the Paſſing of this Act, or ought 
to haye had and enjoyed, in caſe this Act had never Been made. 
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
